THROUGH A BRIDGE 


Terrible Disaster on the 
Boston & Providence 
Railroad. 


Five Cars Filled With Pas- 
sengers Dashed Down 
an Embankment. 


Thirty-Two Passengers Killed 
Outright and as Many 
Dying. 


Over Fifty Men and Women 
Seriously Injured Re- 
moved to Hospitals. 


Bussey Park Bridge, Near Boston, the 
Scene of the Accident. 


All the Cars Broken into Splinters—Pieces of 
Human Flesh Found in and Around the 
Wreck — Many of the Dead Mangled 
Beyond Recognition—A List of the Dead 
and Injured—The Train Filled with 
Working-People from West Roxbury, 
Dedham and Roslyndale—A Defect in 
the Bridge the Cause of the Accident— 
Thousands of People at the Scene of the 
Wreck—Five Bodies at the Morgue Un- 
identified. 


Boston, March 14,—A heavily loaded pas- 

senger train on the Boston & Providence Rall- 
road, met with a terrible accident about7 
o’clock this morning between Roslindale and 
Forest Hill. A wrecking train has left for the 
scene of the accident. } 

NINETEEN BODIES RECOVERED. 
Advices from the scene ofthe wreck on the 
Boston & Providence Railtoad state that nine- 
teen bodies have er been taken from the

)fuins. 


THE KILLED AND INJURED. 
The latest advices from the scene of the ac- 
cident on tne Boston & Providence Railroad 
indicate that thirty-three persons were killed; 
forty injured. Amongthese.are many women. 
Conductor Tilden was among the killed. 
ON A ROTTEN BRIDGE. 

The accident this morning occurred on the 
Dedham branch of the Boston & Providence 
Railroad, between Forest Hilland Roslindale, 
at what is known as Bussey Park Bridge. The 
7 o’clock train from Dedham, consisting of 
seven cars and a baggage-car, under charge 
of Conductor Tilden, broke through the 
bridge. The engine and three cars went over 
safely, but the five others fell through the 


bridge to 
THE ROAD BENEATH, 


a distance of thirty feet. The lastcar, which 

was the smoker, turned completely over and 

struck on top of the others, all being crushed 

almost out ofshape. Thecause of the acci- 

dent is said to have been the breaking of the 

bridge. The reports as to the number of per- 

sons killed vary greatly, andit is impossible 

as yet to vive the total number of victims. 

It is stated that the bridge where the accli- 

dent occurred this morning is comparatively 

a new one and that the accident was caused by 

a truck on one of the cars giving way, causing 

the car to strike againstthe abutment of the 

bridge. The smoking-car, after it fell, caught 

fire, but the fire department was promptly on 

hand and prevented any spread of the flames. 

The bodies of the dead have all been removed, 

and of the wounded, some are at the hospital 

and some haye been taken home, so that itis 

very difficult to obtain their names and the 

extent of their injuries at the present time.

NO RELIABLE DETAILS. 
Many of the injured were brought to the hos- 


pitals in this city and some of the killed have 
not been identified. The train was crowded 
with working people and the most intense 
excitement prevails among their friends, who 
are anxious to learn the names of those killed 
and injured. There are no reliable details of 
the number of the dead as yet. 
THE DYING. 

The police say that thirty- -three were killed 
outright and that nearly a8 many willdie. A. 
Webster Clapp died in the Forest Hill station, 
where he had been taken. 

The engineer, when his engine broke from 
the train, kept right on to Forest Hill and gave 
the alarm instead of stopping to ascertain the 
extent.of the accident, and on that account it 
was possible to 

GET ASSISTANCE AT ONCE. 
The officers of the road are present and are 
doing dll they can, Many doctors are there, 
doing everything in their power, Superintend- 
ent Folsom says he does not know how many 
were killed or injured. The bodies of the 
killed were horribly mangled, some of their 
heads being entirely severed from the bodies 
ana@ many of the bodies are crushed beyond 


amile from Jamaica Plains, where the main 
line of the Boston & Providence Railroad 
branches off to the left to Readville and Provi- 
dence, while to the right runs a sweeping 
curve—the Dedham branch. This arm is built 
through a valley, and the embankment for 
along distance isa high one. South street, 
which leaves Newton streqt near the Bussey- 
woods, runs diagonally under the track of the 
branch, and it was into this cut that the cars 
of the train plunged from the bridge which 
crossed it. It has been stated that,owing to the 
peculiar arrangement of the abutment, the 
bridge was really the weakest on the concave 
side of the curve, where the heaviest strain 
was experienced. 
FULL DETAILS OF THE HORROR. 

The horrors attending the terrible accident 
on the Central Vermont Railroad at Hartford, 
Vt., have hardly had time tobe forgotten, 
when another accident, somewhat similar, 
though it is to be hoped not so terrible in the 
loss of life, occurs this time near Boston, the 
scene being a new iron bridge on the Dedham 
Branch of the Providence Railroad, which is 
known among railroad men as the ‘‘tin 
bridge.’’ At first it was reported that the 
bridge had given way and that the accident 
was due to this, but the true details can not 
be ascertained. The facts, as far as known at 
the present time, 

ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

As the Dedham branch train, which leaves 
Dedham at 7:05 and which arrives in Boston at 
7:40, reached this bridge, the rear cars were 
in some way thrown from the track and piled 
promiscuously down the embankment, which 
at this point is thirty or thirty-five feet high. 
This bridge crosses the marsh which lies be- 
tween Forest Hill and Roslyndale, and is ap- 
proached on either side by embankments 
which were filled in when the rcad was con- 
structed. Thetrain is one of the largest and 
heaviest on the morning list. This morning, 
as usual, the train was heavily loaded, and the 
last three cars, the ones that left the track, 
were filled with passengers who had taken the 
train at Dedham and the stations between 
there and Forest Hill. 

ATTENDING THE DEAD AND INJURED. 

As soon as the accident occurred, word was 
sentto the nearest station, and from there 
the Superintendent was notified by telegraph, 
and messengers, summoning surgical assist- 
ance, were sent out on horseback. Surgeons 
were atonce in attendance and the injured 
passengers received prompt attention. Inthe 
meantime a force of men set to work to re- 
lieve those who were pinned under the wreck, 
and awrecking train was made up wand at 
once sent to the scene. One hundred and 
fifty mattresses were obtained at the City Hos- 
pital and sent to the scene of the accident by 
special train, which also carried a large num- 
ber of surgeons, together with friends of the 
passengers. 

THOUSANDS AT THE SCENE. 

A gentleman who left the scene at 9 
o’clock said that when he left some twenty 
bodies had been taken from the ruins, and 
that two of the persons who were injured had 
been removed to the City Hospital and died 
after reaching there fromthe effects of their 
injuries. The number of persons injured, he 
says, was very large. The bridge where the 
accident occurred was one over South street, 
and the gentleman says the accident was due 
to the giving way of the structure under the 
weight of the train, owing, doubtless, to soii6 
hidden fault in the construction or the ma 
terial used. The news spread like wildfire 
and people thronged to the scene by the thou- 
sands. In ashort time the place was crowded 
with people. 

THE WRECK. 

An inspection of the wreck reveals the fact 
that the eight cars comprising the train are 
jumbled into a complete wreck, not one of the 
coaches escaping almost perfect demolition. 
Froin the location of the wrecked cars 
it would seem that the first three 
cars passed over the bridge _ safely. 
The structure evidently gave way when the 
fourth car was passing overit. The five rear 
cars went through to the roadway landing ina 
mass of splintersinthe street. The strain of 
the five falling cars pulled the three coaches 
in advance from therail. They remained on 
top of the embankment, but were pulled off 
their trucks and the floor of each was forced 
nearly to the roof, while the seats were 
jumbled together in greatconfusion. The end 
of the second coach was 

A MASS OF SPLINTERS 
caused by the car ahead grinding against it 
when the others went down the embankment. 
The third coach was flattened to the ground, 
as if it had fallen on its trucks from a great 
height, although it remained on the edge 
of the embankment. The roof of the 
fourth car also remained on the embankment, 
having evidently been shaved clean from its 
fastenings, where the coach went through. 
The next four cars went down in a heap, 
the smoker, which was in the rear of the 
train, falling in the midst of the coaches 
and being actually ground into small splint- 
ers. The inmates of the smoker were 
ALL EITHER KILLED OR INJURED, 
not one escaping without injury of some 
kind. One of the coaches went clear across 
the roadway, landing against a stone wall that 
bounded a large field atthe footofahill. As 
the cars lie in their present location, they 
present a picture of such demolition that 
it seems remarkable that any person 
in them escaped alive. Cushions from 
the seats are scattered over the 
roadway and into the adjacent pasture, 
while car wheels and trucks are distributed in 
all directions. In the mass of splinters in the 
roadway are pools of blood, and occasionally 
a portion of a body can be seen, although such 
connected portions of humanremains as are 
found are hurried away tothe morgue. Still 
there are pieces of flesh to be seen, sometimes 
fastened hetween timbers, as if actually 
gouged from some victim. 
PORTIONS OF A HUMAN BODY. 

Conductor Tilden was in the third car, which 
remained on top of the embankment, and on 
the ground directly underneath where he was 
standing when killed is a pool of blood, while 
half of the debris of that coach is spattered 
with blood. Underneath this coach were 
picked up the breast and lungs of a human 
being, possibly a portion of the conductor’s 
body. That the 

HORRORS OF FIRE 


were not added to the tem@ible disaster was 
due to the promptness a te relief was 
sent. The chemical engine Grom Roslyndale 
was at the scene within twenty minutes after 
the wreck occurred, brought by a4 letter 
carrier who gave an alarm of fire upon ob- 
serving flames issuing from the debris. The 
flames were soon extinguished and the fremen 
then did excellent workin rescuing the in- 
jured. The stoves in all the cars were securely 
fastened to the floors by iron bolts and the 
doors of the stoves were locked. In only one 
} car did the stoves upset, althoughin one in- 
stance a stove was smashed clear through the 
roof of the car in which it had been. — 
HARROWING SCENES. 
The news of the disaster spread through the

‘relatives and 


rapidly, and in ashort time the wreck was 
surrounded by an immense crowd of people, 
attracted by curiosity or in search of 
friends, while every train 
to the vyicinity of the wreck was 
crowded with curious people. The scenes 
just after the disaster were harrowing in the 
extreme. The groans and shrieks of the 
injured people were heard by the residents in 
the neighboring houses, of which there were 
a number in the immealate vicinity. 

THE ONLY EYE WITNESS. 

The only person known to have been an eye 
witness of the disaster who was noton the 
train was J. H. Lennon, a fish dealer, whose 
stable was onthe hill just above the bridge. 
Lennon was harnessing his team when the train 
came along, and he turned to see it pass. 
He was horror-stricken when he saw the 
train take its awful plunge through the 
bridge. For a moment, Lennon says, there 
was perfect quiet, and then the cries of the 
injured were heard issuing from the debris. 
Seizing an ax from the barn Lennon started 
for the wreck, which he reached in a moment. 
He ciimbed into the window of one of the 
coaches that had landed against the stone wall 
and set to work 

TO RELEASE THOSE PERSONS 
who. had been pinned down by the broken 
timbers. Lennon, with his ax, released four 
men who were badly hurt and handed them 
out of the window to other men who 
had come to the rescuc. He 
also handed out the dead bodies of 
two women, one of whom was nearly decapi- 
tated and had both arms severed from her 
body. During all this time, Lennon says, the 
shrieks of the wounded and the groans of the 
dying made a pandemonium around him that 
was 

NOTHING SHORT OF HORRIBLE. 

In the meantime, other passengers from the 
coaches that had remained on the top of the 
embankment and who had escaped serious 
injuries, had joined in the work of rescue, 
The engine had remained on the 
track anc had proceeded at once 
to Forest Hill _ station, whence the 
engineer sent out an alarin by telephone to the 
city. Inashort time acorpsof rescuers and 
surgeons from the city were atthe scene. As 
the dead were removed they were laid ina 
row On the stone wall while the wounded were 
laid on cushions which were hastily gathered 


together. 
REMOVING THE VICTIMS. 


Arrangements were instantly made forthe 
disposal of both the killed and injured. 
Ambulances and hacks had been sent from the 
city within half an hour after the 
disaster occurred, and as these conveyances 
reach the scene they were at once started back 
to the city laden with dead bound to the 
City Morgue, or with injured destined 
for the City or Massachusetts general hospi 
tals. A large number of the _ injured 
were also taken to residences in the vic- 
inity to be cared for, while others were sent 
tothe depots at Forest Hill and Roslindale. 
Four dead bodies were also taken to the depot 
at Roslindale. Those passengers 

WHO ESCAPED SERIOUS INJURY 
and were able to proceed, were taken to the 
junction at Forest Hill and then for- 
warded to their destination in the city 
proper. By the time the first regular 
passenger train from the city had reached 
the eéenede@eneatth anxious or curious peo- 
ple nething could be scen but the splintered 
and shattered cars -bying on the embankment 
or in the roadway. All of the dead and 
injured had been removed to the morgue, 
hospitals, depots or residences, and the sur- 
vivors had also all disappeared. 
The railroad officials did all in_ their 
power to give information to inquirers after 
news, and to friends or relatives seeking in- 
formation as to the fate of their loved ones. 
TOUCHING SCENES, 

The scenes atthe Providence station in this 
city this morning were peculiarly touch- 
ing. The depot was crowded with 
people, many of whom were women, 
and nearly all seemed to haye some vital in- 
terest in the fate of some one whom they were 
sure must have been on tiie train. 
Women were crying and sobbing, and 
forcing their way through the throng, plying 
first one official and then another with ques- 
tions, which those officials were unable to 
answer satisfactorily. There were men, too, 
in the crowd,who shed tears, perhaps as much 
from sympathy with the great distress of so 
many women, as from sorrow in their behalf. 
It was no uncommon thing to hear women ask if 
such or sucha person had been killed, and 
when answered ‘‘I can not tell you, ma’am,’’ 
they would burstout crying, lamenting and 
exclaiming that they knew their friends were

“ee PASSENGER'S THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 

George Sanford of Roslyndale was in the 
second car of the wrecked train, and telis a 
thrilling story of his experience. He 
said: ‘‘I took the train at Roslyn- 
dale with my mother; we wore 
sitting in the middle of the second car. There 
was absolutely nothing 80 give a premonition 
of the disaster. All at once there was acrash, a 
deafening noise, amoment ortwoof the grind- 
ing of timbers, and then, fora moment, all was 
still. It had come with such awful sudden- 
ness that everybody seemed paralyzed. Then 
arose a confusion of sounds from the wrecked 
cars below. Voices were calling out for help, 

WOMEN WERE SCREAMING FOR AID, 

while allaroundus there were groans from 
those who were badly hurt or dying. The 
floor of one car soemed to be forced up to the 
roof, the entire coach having collapsed ap- 
parently. When the crash came our 
heads were banged against the roof, 
while the seats were strewn about every- 
where. Many people were under the seats, 
and some were crushed between them. 
Directly in front of us sat a man named 
Ryan, one of my neighbors im _ Roslyn- 
dale. We were conversing with him at 
the moment of the crash. Ryan was half 
turned in his seat, as if talking, and the mo- 
ment after the wreck, when I saw him again, 
he was actually run through and through by 
splinters from the bottom of the car. 

PINNED DOWN BY TIMBERS. 

‘‘There were many people dead, pinned | 
down by timbers, many wounded. All were 
horribly mangied. I saw one man working like 
a Trojan to help others. The top of his scaip 
and his left ear were nearly torn from his 
head and he was covered with blood, but he 
did not realize it. After all had been removed 
from the car he was working in, some one 


told him that he must be

Chairman Booth Makes a Report to 
the House To-Day.

The State Auditor’s Offense a Felony Under 
the Revised Statutes and Punishable by 
Imprisonment in the Penitentiary—The 
Pollock and Branch Penitentiary Charges 
Not Proven—The Railroad Bill—Proceed- 
ings of the Missouri Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPATCH. 
JEFFERSON Ciry, Mo., March 14.—Chairman 


Booth of the House committee appointed to 
investigate the charges of official misconduct 
against State Auditor Jolin Walker, to the 


great surprise of everybody, excepting 
those whose relations with the com- 
mittee afforded them an opportunity 


of becoming ucquainted with the charac- 
ter of the testimony given before the 
committee, this morning submitted a report 
to the House which reficcts severely upon Mr. 
Walker’s course in at least one important 


transaction. The committee sustains the 
charge that he was interested in a 
convict-labor contract while occupying 


the , sition of a Penitentiary inspector. 
Should the committee’s finding be correct and 
Mr. Walker be guilty of the violation of the 
section of the statutes prohibiting a State 
Penitentiary Inspector from sustaining busi- 
ness relations with any company at the Peni- 
tentiary, then he has, under the statutes com- 
mitted a felony, and while Mr. Booth stated 


on the floor, in offering the report, that there 
was an absence of any intention on Mr. Walk- 
er’s partto defraud or in any way injure the 
State, yet the committee says he violated the 
statutes, and, in view of the facts, ‘‘the 
intent,’’ may be very difficult to establish, 
and acloseer inquiry into the case by the 
House is 
REGARDED AS ALMOST IMPERATIVE. 

The report of the committee was adopted, and 
5,000 copies ordered printed for the informa- 
tion of members. In adopting the report the 
House in no way passed upon its correctness 
or endorsed it. Should further investigation 
incline a majority of the House to the belief 
that the Auditor shéuld be impeached, 
a committee of the House will 
apointed to prosecute him _ before 
bar of the Senate, where the case 
will be tried. After finding that the Pol- 
lock and Turner charges, that Walker ac- 
cepted money from his employes, were not 
sustained and had been resolved to a mere 
question of veracity between Messrs. Turner 
and Pollock and Auditor Walker, that the 
branch penitentiary charge was utterly with- 
out foundation, and that there was nothing 
articularly offensive in the charge that Walker 
iad offered Gen. McIntyre a bribe to purchase 
his (McIntyre’s) house, the report says: 

‘*In June, 1884, Mr. Priesmeyer applied to 
Mr. Walkerto put money into the Standard 
Shoe Company, representing that the com- 
pany had a good contract, but did not have 
money enough, as capital, to run the busi- 
ness successfully, and with about $15,000 ad- 
ded, naking the capital stock $30,000, he con- 
fidently hoped to make ita success, but that if 
that was not done, and that immediately, 
the Standard Shoe Company would go to pro- 
test on its paper; that about the time Mr. 
Priesmeyer so applied to Mr. Walker he, in 
like manner, applied to and made similar 
representation to Mr. H. B. Church, and to 
Mr. A. M. Beckers, both of Jefferson City; 


that, being so apnviied to by Mr. Pries- 
meyer, Mr. Walker, Mr. Church, and Mr. 


Beckers each concluded to put $5,000 into 
the stock of the Standard Shoe Company, and 
did each put $5,000 into the stock of said com- 
pany, so that its capital stock was 

RAISED FROM $15,000 TO $30,000; 

_ that for the purpose of putting his $5,000 into 
the Standard Shoe Company without taking 
any stock of said company in his own name. 
Mr. Walker, about the l7th of June, 1884, went 
with Mr. Priesmeyer tothe place of business 
of Mr. #. B. Church, which is Jefferson City, 
and told Mr. Church of his willing- 
ness to put money in the Standard 

Shoe Company and proposed to Mr. Church 

to make him his agent to put the money in the 


stock, manage it and turn over, the earn- 
ings, if any, to him, and drew up and re- 
quested Mr. Church to sign anote to him 


for the amount he contemplated investing in 
said stock, in the name of Mr. Church; that 
Mr. Church refused to sign anv note for the 
money; that then Mr. Walker drew an instru- 
ment as follows: 

Received of John Walker fivethousand do!l- 
lars ($5,000), forthe use of which I agree to 
pay him one-half of one-third of the annval 
dividend of the Standard shoe Company of Cole 
County, Mo. Ilaurece to use the money in pay- 
ing for stock at parin the said company, the 
amount of the stock being $80,000. I hereby 
further agree to hold the said stock purchased 
with the %,000 in trust for said John Walker, 
and to transfer the stock to the order of said 
John Walker ($5,000.) Given umder my hand 
and seal this i7th day of June, 1884. 

And gaveto Mr. Church the $5,000, and Mr. 
Church signed and delivered to Mr. Walker 
the instrument in writing last mentioned, 
and shortly thereafter Mr. Church made said 
arrangement with Mr. Walker, 

INVESTED THE $5,000 

of Mr. Walker in stock of the Stanaard Shoe 
Company, and also on his own account pur- 
chased $5,000 of the stock of said company, 
taking all the stock so bought in his 
own name. In November, 1886, it came to Mr. 
Walker's notice that persons outside the 
Standard Shoe Compay had notice of his 
transaction in the stock of said company, and 
he endeavored to svll the stock to Mr. Lohman 
of Jefferson Vity. Mr. Lohman, after investi- 

ating astothe stock, declined to buy, and 

hereafter, in December, 1886, Mr. Walker 
effected a sale of the stock to Church & Bro. 
and Knaup; that prior to Mr. Walker’s sale of 
the stock, a dividend of 20 per eent in the 
stock of the Standard Shoe Company was pay- 
able and Mr. Walker sold his stock and his in- 
terest in the dividend thereon for $4.500, payable 
$1,000 cash, $1,750 in notes payable in six 
menths, with interest at8 per cent from ma- 
turity, and $1,750 in notes, payable twelve 
months after date. Upon the facts so found, 
the committee is of the opinion that Mr. 

alker, in June 1884, during that term of 
his office of State Auditor, which expired in 
January, 1855, in violation of section 6,498 of 
the Revised Statutes of the State, became in- 
terested in the said contract for convict labor 


and continued to be 80 interested 
therein. from that time until during 
his second term of office as State 


Auditor; that he, in December, 1886, sold his 
interest in the stock of the Standard Shoe 
Company. In making the inquiry into 
this charge the cummittee examined 
as far as evidence could be pro- 
cured into the conduct of Mr. Walker 
as Inspector of the Penitentiary toward the.

Shoe Company by which the working 
force of the Standard Shoe Company,

INSIDE FACTS ABOUT THE NEGOTIATIONS 
OF SULLY AND GARRETT. 


How the Controlling Interest Was Secured 
by the President of the Road—Condi- 
tions Under Which the Transfer Will Be 
Made—Mr. Sully’s Efforts to Effect the 
Purchase—How the Matter Now Stands 
—Jay Gould Said to Ee at the Bottom 
of It—Statements From Different Author- 
ities—Views of Wall Street Men—A Big 
Telegraphic Combination Expected.

BALTIMORE, March 14.—The control of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad will be sold to 
Alfred Suily if he can raise the .money to pur- 
chase it,if he cannot it wil! pass into the hands 
of others who are now ready to undertake ne- 
gotiations. In either event Robert Garrett 
vil no longer be identified with its active 
management. This is absolute, positive and 
iuthoritative. As matters stand to-night, and 
tis can be stated on information from un- 
questionable sources, Mr. Sully is master 
of the situation, and until he _ econ- 
himself unable to bring together 
tie financial and other interests that 
must be reconciled to secure the success of 
hisundertaking, no one can stepin and buy 
theroad over his head. Mr. Garrett awaits 
Mr. Sully’s pleasure, and despite the fact that 
hisoriginal option has expired he intends to 
cottinue waiting for Mr. Sully a few days 
There isa great deal more strength 
inthe position which Mr. Sully occupies in 
the pending deal than he has beer given credit 
for. To be sure he can not get along without 
theaidof Mr. Gould, Mr. Corbin and Presi- 
dent Roberts of the Pennsylvania interests 
Which he at first thought could be readily al- 
lied, buton the other hand the important fact

of mind that Mr. Garrett asked Mr. Sully to 
make him a proposition for the purchase of 
the B. & O. efore doing so, however, he had 
secured control of a working majority of the 
voting stock. The sources from which this 
has come have never been correctly stated in 
the published reports. As everyone knows 
the elder Garrett capitalized the road ona 
singular plan. Of the $20,000,000 composing 
the entire capital stock of the company 
$5,000,000 is preferred, bearing six per cent 
interest, but non-obtainable. The City of 
Baltimore and the State of Mary- 
land own together about $4,000,000, 
which is also deprived of any voice 
in the annual election, but is represented 
in the directory of the road. Thus only 
about $11,000,000 of the capital stock has the 
right to dictate the management of the road. 
Mr. Garrett wanted $8,500,000 to deliver to Mr. 
Sully. He did not want to secure the entire 
holding of the Johns-Hopkins University, but 
took only $750,000. The Gregg and Burns es- 
tates gave up their entire block, eae to 
$2,000,000, and he contributes the $4,000, in 
the name ofthe Garretts. The deficiency was 
made up from two dozen small blocks held by 
residents of Baltimore. 

Mr. Garrett’s proposition was that this $8,- 
500,000 was to be taken at 200 as the top price. 
It is understood that he has since reduced that 
figure to 190, forthat is the price which is now 
agreed upon for the transfer. The conditions 
are $1,000,000 cash and the remainder in stated 
payments to extend over two years, said pay- 
ments to be made in cash or in its equivalent, 
and every dollar to be guaranteed by respon- 
sible parties at the outset. In order to insure 
the preservation of the individuality of the 
Baltimore & Ohio after it is swallowed up in 
the vast system of road contemplated, 


MR. GARRETT HAS PROVIDED 
that the three millions of stock lteftin trust by 
his{father shall be so held by the syndicate, who 
are to fix an assured income from them in 
perpetuity to the Garrett family. In other 
words, this block of stock will practically 
belong to the syndicate for voting purposes 
only. It will also entitle Mr. arrett toa 
piace in the directory, and on his death or 
resignation he will have the privilege of nam- 
ing his successor. In this way the infiu- 
ence of the present administration can 
not be dwarfed by the new deal nor the iden- 
tity of the B. & O. lost or impaired. 
The statementsthat suchahigh price as 190 
was fixed because part payments were to be 
made in Richmend terminal are untrue. 
There is to be no exchange of stock or securi- 
ties ofany kind. The figures are on a purely 
money basis. Mr. Garrett does not consider 
the figure at all above the actual value of the 
stock. Onthe contrary, he has given orders 
to his bankers to purchase all that is offered 
in the open market under that 
figure and he has added consid- 
erably to his holdings by purchases in the 
last few days.

This will be the consolidation of all the tele- 
graphic interests in the country antagonistic 
to the Western Union and‘will prove a rival 
more formidable to the latter than the country 
has ever known. 

A financier, thoroughly well informed, said 
last night that the report had a sure founda- 
tion, and that the prime movers inthis deal 
were Mackay and Garrett, and that it was 
probable that either one or the other 
would be president of the new com- 
pany. The visiting Baltimore & Ohio 
officials had less to do in arranging the 
deal with the Adams Express Company to give 
it the Baltimore & Ohio express business than 
they had in perfecting the telegraphic combi- 
nation.

MURDERED IN A DIVE, 
THE MYSTERIOUS AND SENSATIONAL TRAG- 
EDY AGITATING PARKERSBURG, W. VA, 


Sudden and Mysterious Disappearance of 
Richard Miller, a Wealthy Old Man, 
While on a Spree—The Inmates of a 
Disreputable House Arrested on Sus- 
picion of Having Murdered Miller. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCRH. 

PARKERSBURG , W. Va., March 14.—What is 
perhaps the most mysterious and sensational 
murder case on record in West Virginia, has 
been the main topic of interest in this city and 
adjoining country during the past ten days. 
The crime has a number of extraordinary 
features and the efforts of the county officials, 
directed during the space of an entire week in 
a public examination before a justice of the 
peace, have signally failed to throw one soli- 
tary gleam of light upon the whereabouts 
or disposition of the murdered man, 
or to reyeal the identity of his mur- 
derers. Six persons in all, three men 
and three women have been taken into cus- 
tody since the crime was committed, but four 
ofthe accused have been released, one man 
andone woman being still behind the bars 
with the charge of murder. against their 
names upon the prison record. When the 
matter was first brought to the attention of 
the public alarge majority of the people of

and running through his stock of ready money 
Miller would straighten up, go back to his 
family and business at Lubec, and for the next 
several months he would lead as steady anda 
upright.a life as the best church member in the 
village. On the morning of Wednesday, the 
2d inst., Miller came to town and before noon 
those who know his habits were satisfied he 
was on one of his periodical tears. By 3 
o’ciock in the afternoon he was hardly able to 
navigate the street, but as he was annoying 
no one the police did not molest him, and he 
made his way down town to the vicinity 
of the Second National Bank. In the alley in 
the rear of and below this bank, are a number 
of houses of a disreputable nature, and the 
aged merchant was soon among them. He 
entered the house of May McAtee, and, in so 
doing, vanished as completely as though he 
had been swallowed up by the earth. The 


following morning a number of Miller’s 
friends, who know the dangerous character of 
the people among whom the merchant was 
known to have passed the night, began search 
forhim. At the McAtee house the inmates 
denied having seen Milier but «8 
search of the premises brought the miss- 
ing man’s coat to light. eS this, however, 
nothing could be learned. Miller’s friends 
had, by this time, become seriously alarmed, 
and after a consultation with Prosecuting At- 
torney McClure warrants were issued for the 
arrest of May McAtee, Emma Speacer and 
Lucy Berry, who were charged with the crime 
of murder.

All these efforts, well directea though they 
were, were of no avail, and Monday dawned 
without a trace of Miller having been discoy- 
ered. The evidence adduced Monday was 
such as to point to the complicity of James 
Rosier, John Barnes and James Coe in 
the murder, and that night two of them, 
Rosier and Barnes were landed behind the 
bars to keep the three women company. Ludi 
Shafer and Jack Erarst, two thirty-day pris- 
oners in the jail, were brought bdtore 
the Prosecuting Attorney Monda night, 
and, after a conference with that official, 
they agreed to endeavor to worm them- 
selves into the confidence of the prisoners 
and detail before the justice whatever infor- 
mation they might be ableto secure. Every 
facility was given the two men to talk to the

INAUGURATION OF THE FAST MAIL TRAIN 
TO THE WEST. 


Fast Time from New York to Kansas City— 
Fifteen Minutes Behind Time at Colum- 
bus—Four Minutes 
apolis—Five Minutes Ahead at St. Louis 
—Four Minutes Ahead at Kansas City— 
Transfer of the Mails—St. Louis Dele- 
gation — Assistant Postmaster-General 
Knott and Superintendent Nash Talk. 


A group of half a dozen gentlemen stood in 


the telegraph room at the Uniom Depot at an : 


early hour this morning, crowding for a place 
at awire screen, where they could see the 
train blotter lying on a table in front of a tele- 
graph operator. There was considerable ex- 
citement in the group, a_ tremble of 
expectancy. The sounders about the room 
were extraordinarily quiet. There seemed 
to be no business at all going over the wires. 
The operator was not excited; he was not even 
expectant. The sounder in front of him began 
clicking, and with a yawn he picked upa pen, 
wrete a few figires on the blotter, ‘*Van 7, 
2:30.°°

head of the column in which the hour ‘‘2:30’’ 
was written was ‘‘East St. Louis,’’ and under 


the record translated itself: Train No.7 on the 
Vandalia Railroad arrived at the Relay Depot 
in East St. Louis at 2:30 o’clock a.m. Most 
of the crowd moved away from the screen 
then and hastened to tell waiting friends on 
the platform that the first fast mailtrain from 
New York to the West and the Southwest had 
arrived at East St. Louis on its way toward the 
awakeniog of business for St, Louis. 

There was some commotion on the platform, 
A switch engine had come down from the Mis- 
souri Pacific Yards and was pushing three cars 


that had been standing on Track No. 1 west of 
the central walk, eastward until it stopped 
with the last car opposite the entrance to the 
baggage-rooms, 

The telegraph operator at that moment 
recorded No. 7 a8 having left East St. Louis at 
“.-3."" 

There was more expectancy on the platform. 
The switch engine had returned to the yards 
and the engine which was to draw after it the 
fast nail train from St. Louis to Kansas City, 
No, 253, Al Taylor engineer, Ed Swayze fire- 
man, had rolled down slowly and had taken 
its place at the head of the train. 

FIRST AFTER THE ENGINE 
a dark, unburnished, strong, firmly-set 
machine, camethe postal-car, 164, perfectly 
new and glistening in the electric light with 
the freshneas of its painting. Baggage-car 108, 
an old car just from the repair shops, came 
next, and last was the Pullman sleeping and 
buffet car, Circassia, also out of the shops but 
Saturday, and painted the same peculiar shade 
of green as the postal and baggage cars.

He is very much interested in 
the success of this feature of the Railway Mail 
Service and will be pleased to hear of our 
very successfultrip. We left New York at8 
o’clock on Saturday night, reached Pittsburg 
at 7:30 o’clock Sunday morning, on time to the 
second. The distance is 443 miles, and the 
average running time is over 80 miles an 
hour. Therun to Columbus from Pittsburg, 
193 miles, was made in seven hours. We 
arrived at Columbus fifteen minutes late, 
but that loss was more than made 
up between Columbus and Indianapolis. 
We were due at the latter place at 7:40 and ar- 
rived there at 7:36, four minutes ahead of time. 
That run of 188 miles is to be made in five 
hours; we made it in four hours and forty-one 
minutes, an average of a mile in a minute and 
abhalf. We left Indianapolis on time, at 7:50 
o’ciock last evening, aftera stop of fourteen 
minutes for change of postal crews, four min- 
utes of which time we had made and ten min- 
utes demanded by the schedule. ‘tthe 
roads all the way through give 
such precedence to the fast mail 
that the schedule can be beaten under 
favorable circumstances without confusion to 
the other business of the road. We have ar- 
rived in st. Louis ahead of time. The time 
from Indianapolis has been an average of one 
and two-third minutes to the mile, The ay- 
erage is lower than the run from Columbus to 
Indianapolis, but there were stretches of 
better time, a mile a minute having been made 
frequently.’’

THE FIRST CAR 

was the distributing car. It was followed by 
two other postal cars, three express cars, 
which were used for storing mail, and one 
Puilman —_— car. A short time before 
thetrain arrived Superinterndent W, Dickin- 
gon of the Union Depot Company said to 
Superintendent Warfield of this, the Seventh 
Division of the Railway Mail Service: ‘‘I have 
learned that the incoming Vandalia train is 
made up with the distributing car in front, so 
I have bad our train made up that way. The 
clerks would work easier, I think, if that car 
was in the center. ’’ 

‘‘Undoubtedly,’’ Superintendent Warfield 
answered. ‘‘Thereis less oscillation in the 
center ofthe train and it is much easier to 
work there.’’ 

The change would have tobe made farther 
east, Superintendent Dickinson thought, as it 
was necessary the cars should be inthe same 
order in the train to facilitate the transfer of 
sacks on the arrival of the Vandalia train. 

As the bridge engine and its cars rolled 
under the depot sheds there was a teeble yell 
somewhere along theline. Ngo one objected 
to a burrah! Nearly every one on the platform 
felt that way, but no clarion voice inaugur- 
ated it, sothe thin Roman mob how! quav- 
ered by iteelf. Making up forthe deficiency 
the escape vaiues of both the bridge and the 
Missouri Pacific engines were opened and the 
usual din resulted. Several] train men gathered 
about the postal-car doors and the heaving of 
sacks across the intervening space began. OC. 
F. Dachiel was in charge of the Vandalia postal 
cars, with W.A. Brown, Homer Jeffries, Patrick 
Gieuson and W. P. Wallace assisting him in 
the disposition of the matter transferred to 
them by the crew that had made the run from 
Pittsburg to Indianapolis. On the run they 
had bandled 500 sacks of mail matter, letters 
and papers. They had ‘‘worked,’’ 1. 6., 
distributed 121 sacks. The transfer to 
the Missouri Pacific train amounted to 150 
sacks. Six pouches of letters and thirty-five 
sacks of other matter terminated at St. Louis. 
The Kansas City letter mail transferred 
amounted to one pouch of between 200 and 300 
packages. The work ofthetrip had been ex- 
ceptionally light. Clerk Dachiel said: ‘‘This 
being a Sunday night run, we have not had 
anywhere near the amount of mail 
to dispose of we would have had on a week- 
day run. The force was sufficiently large, and 
all the matter was gotten out of the way —_ 
idiv. The matter taken on before the train 
reached Indianapolis had all been worked up 
before the crews changed. One crew took the 
train from Jersey City to Pittsburg, another 
from Pittsburg to Indianapolis, and there we 
took hold and brought it to St. Louis.’’ 

The postal oars of the Vandalia train were 
old cars built by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for postal service, painted the old regulation 
dirty vellow, and provided with platform 
shelters that enable the clerks to pass from 
one carto another without difficulty. They 
are smmaller than the cars of the Missouri Pa- 
cific train, and thethree could not contain 
much more than the one roomy railroad post- 
office that carried the good newsto Kansas 
City. R. H. Cornell and T. R. Davis, transfer 
clerks, assisted at the unloading of the sacks 
and the reloading of the Western matter. 
Train men assisted and before the time of de- 
arture arrived every sack had been proper- 
ly disposed. 

The Vandalia train was in charge of Con- 
ductor Newman. He went directiy to the 
register on the arrival of his train and re- 
corded it: ‘*No. 7—Three express cars, three 
mail cars, one sleeper; total cars, seven; ar- 
rived at 2:45 a.m."’ He madea mistake of 
five minutes in his time according to the 
Union Depot clock and the telegraph opera- 
tor’s blotter. On the oppesite page of the 
register Conductor T. O. Lindsay recorded the 
departure of the Missouri Pacific train, con- 
istin of one postal car, one baggage car and 
one sleeper, at 3 o'clock a, m.

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CHOOSING COUNCILMEN. 


BOTH PARTIES DECIDE TO PUT UP IN- 


FLUENTIAL CANDIDATES. 


No Politicians Need Apply for Places on 


the Ticketse—The Congressional Contest 
Discloses the First Ward Corruption— 
Sixteen Wards Have Democratic Majori- 
ties for the April Election—An Election 
Arrest—Political Notes. 


While the Democrats have been gelecting 
slates, caucussing, and bringing out the 
most available candidates for the City Coun- 
gil, the Republicans have been comparatively 
inactive. The names from which the Demo- 
cratic ticket will be made up have already 
been made public. The list includes about 
fourteen names. There will be seven vancan- 
cies to fill, for which several interests will 
strive. The municipal administration has 
joined hands with the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and isin favor of selecting men who will be 
beyond the corrupt influences brought to bear 
at City Hall. Ed Butler has suggested a few 
pames, among others that of Mr. Jas. Garri- 
gan, Superintendent of the Laclede Gas 
Works. Mr. Garrigan’s name has not been 
accepted, asit is not believed that it would 
add any strength to the ticket, owing to his 
connection with a corporation having big 
{interests at stake. butler will probably 
have to succumb, as the administration 
has most of the lieutentants enlisted. Skid- 
more, Guion, Tayon, Busby and several 
other workers, Who at other times would go 
to Butler, will work with the administration 
party. Judge Noonan and Tom Wand will 
not be inactive. Aside from the luxury of 
owning a Councilman or two, Noonan and 
Wand are anxious to control the City Central 
Committee and will specially devote their at- 
tention to obtain this. Thereis some talk of 
barring officials, but this would exclude Com- 
mitteeman Carroll. 

The friends of the City Hall party claim that 
the Marmaduke party is aiming to cripple 
Mayor Francis’ administration and that 


appointment of Councilman James 
Siddon toe ‘the Circuit Court bench 


was made as much for this reason 


as for any other. The revision of the regis- 
tration will kill the large Democratic majority, 
but it is expected that the best men will be 
picked from either ticket. 

The Republicans will tender places on the 
ticket to N. O. Nelson and Dan Catlin. Among 
the names suggested for the Republican ticket 
are the following: Casper Stolle, lsaac M. 
Mason, E. G. Rowse, Chas. Parsons, John 
Krauss, C. G. Stifel and Henry Ziegenheim. 
Messrs. Nelson and Catlin are the only gentle- 
men who may positively huve the nomination 
if they will accept it. No other names have yet 
been agreed on. 

The meeting of prominent Democrats at the 
Lindell Hotel on Saturday night did not con- 
sider any names for the Council ticket. Chair- 
man Seth W. Cobb and several of the gentile- 
men present made speeches on the 
necessity of putting an unusua 
ticket in the fleid to win at the next election.

A BAPTIST BEDLAM. 


A Lively Time Over the Salvation Army— 
Methodist Reports—Other Meetings. 


For the first time in years the Baptist min- 
isters’ meeting spread the seal of silence all 
over their gathering to-day,much to the disgust 
of several of the pastors who protested vainly 
against breaking the Baptists’ previously good 
record for openness and frankness. 
After the meeting adjourned and the 
pastors tumbled over each other going 
down the stairs each one put his finger on his 
lips when he met a PosT-DISPATCH reporter. 
Even Dr. Boyd refused to say anything, and 
the impression made was that something 
*‘awful’’ had been done up-stairs. 


The mystery was soon uncovered. The ‘‘Sal- 
vation Army’’ had been discussed and the 
proceedings had needed only the tambourine 
and guitar to be as lively as the Army’s 
noisiest meetings. Rev. C. H. Moscripof Park 
Avenue Church led off witha paper on the 
Army froma theological standpoint. He 
showed by scriptural quotations tnat they 
ought not to be encouraged, Then Rev. W. G. 
Thomas of Kirkwood followed in remarks which 
awakened interest. Mr. Thomas had lived in 
Wales and he declared that the Salvationists 
came in the disguise of missions till they gota 
good foundation and then. they established 
churches. He was very emphatic in his’ 
condemnation and the discussion ensuing 
took the form of a go-as-you-please debate. | 
Dr. W. W. Boyd stood up for the Army with 
his usual vigor as did several others.

ANNUAL REPORTS.

A SACRILIGIOUS ROBBER. 


The Purloiner of Poor- Boxes From a Church 
Captured by a Crowd of Boys. 
By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEw YorK, March 14.—While the congreéga- 
tion of the Church of the Annunciation were 
pouring from the sacred edifice on North 
Second street, Williamsburg, Sunday after- 
noon, a shabbily dressed man about forty 
years old stoodin the shadow of the fence 
watching the doors. The last worshipper had 
scarcely reached the sidewalk when the stran- 
ger glided into the vestibule, and thence 


entered the auditorium, @where the poor- 
boxes are hung. Taking a piece of 
‘file from his pocket he quickly 


opened one after another of the boxes an 

poured the pennies and silver pieces into his 
pocket. He then seized a piece of silver plate 
exposed near the altar and agnin emerged 
upon the street. His suspictous actions whilo 
the congregation were taking their leave had 
attracted the attention of Mrs. Ann McCrod- 
man,whose home is at 292 North Second street, 
directly opposite the church, and when she 
saw himcome out witha package under his 
arm she immediately threw up the window 
and shouted ‘‘Stop, thief !’’ at the top of her 


voice. The man turned his brutal tace 
toward Mrs.* McCrodman for ani  in- 
stant, and then, looking up and 
down the street hurriedly, and seeing 


no person in sight, he gave the woman a tri- 
umphant leer and started torun. Neighbors 
who heard the unusual shouting on aquiet 
Sabbath day, andin alocality that is seldom 
disturbed on Sunday by discordant noises, 
rushed from their houses andthe fellow’s es- 
cape was soon headed off. He dashed across 
the street and into the yard of the parochial 
school. No one followed, because it was not 
understood that a robbery had been com- 
mitted. By chance the younger boys of the 
parish were holding a meeting in the school 
and were attracted to the windows by 
the cries outside. The thief ran 
into an outhouse. Finding he was discov- 
ered he attempted to escape from the place, 
but the boys were inthe yard in less thana 
minute and cut off his retreat. Out they 
trooped, twenty or thirty strong in number, 
but physically very puny youngsters and 
hardiy able to cope to advantage with the 
burly fellow who had now fortified himself in 
the outhouse again. One lad crept tothe door 
of the shed and lookedin. He reported to his 
comrades that the man was emptying money 
from his pockets into the cesspool. Imme- 
diately there was arush for the intruder, and 


a small boy, who was in the 
front of the line, seized the thief’s 
arm. The boy was hurled to the 


ground with a single biow, then a second one 
suffered the same fate, but the crowd behind 
pressed on and the thief was so surrounded by, 
the swarming host that he could not move. 
Money was scattered over the ground in the 
struggle and several boys were hurt, but they 
clung to the man till help arrived. When it 
was learned that the poor-bexes had been 
robbed some one shouted ‘‘Lynch him,’’ put 
the excitement was quelled by menof cooler 
blood and the culprit was taken before Father 
Hauptman. The priest waseven more indig- 
nant than the members of the crowd when he 
heard of the sacriligious robbery, and threat- 
ened to get his pistol and shoot the fellow. 
The police were notified and Roundsman 
O’Brien with Officer Quinn put in 
an appearance. As the prisoner was a 
desperate-looking fellow he was hand-cufted. 
While being led to the station he was followed 
by over 1,000 indignant people who would have 
come to lynch him, had they had a leader. 
he man said that he was Walter Lennox, 40 
ears Old, but would not tell where he lived. 
n his pockets were found 150 pennies which 
he had not gotrid ef when his little captors 
cornered him, and also the half of the file with 
which he had opened the boxes. The boys 
fished 4 about 400 pennies which had been 
thrown in the vault, and it is supposed that 
there is still abeut 155 there. Many churches 
have been robbed in this way in the Eastern 
istrict in the past few months. Father 
auptman will appear as complainant against 
the man in Justice Nather’s court to-day.

HUGH HEALY DEFEATS A HEAVY-WEIGHT 
FROM EDWARDSVILLE, ILL. 


A Knock-Out That Resulted Badly for the 
Proposed ‘‘Knocker-Out” — Boyle and 
Dawson Arrive—The Detroits in Danger 
of Dissolution—Sporting News and Base 
Ball Chat.

GOLD IN GEORGIA, 


Rose Ouartz Worth $1,100 Per Ton Dis- 
covered Near Atlanta. 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 14.—William Waring 
Habersham, a mining engineer of twenty 
years’ experience in the Black Hills and West- 
ern mining regions, has discovered within 
twelve miles of Atlanta a lead of rose quartz 
which assays over $1,100a ton. The gold vein 
was found at a depth of forty feet, and has the 
general trend of the great gold-bearing 
leads of the country, namely, Northeast 
and Southwest. The surface ore assayed 
by Prof. H. C. White, State Chemist, yields 
$i5a ton, but the main lead assays over $1,100 
aton. The vein indicates an average width of 
from four to five feet. The native miners have 
taken over $10,000 by panning and surface 
mining with only the most primitive wma- 
chinery. One miner punned out $3,500 in nine 
months from the gravelin the bottom ofa lit- 
tle creek which runs through the property.

Great Destitution Among the Cheyenne In- 
dians on the Rosebud and Tongue Rivers. 


MILES City, Mont., March 14.—Great desti- 
tution exists among the Cheyennes on the 
Rosebud and Tongue Rivers. Agent Upshaw 
last fall caused the Indian beef cattle to be 
taken Over to Mallock’s Fork on the Crow 
Reservation, distant about three miles from 
the Cheyenne Agency. Nearly all the cattle 
drifted back to their old range in Wyoming.
